union" was ever known or ever heard of 
in Lj nn. The manufacturers informally 
got together during the strike in 1878, for 
the purpose ,of protecting themealves 
agaiut the board of arbitration. 
There 


was no such organization as an "Employ- 
ers' union" even then. Thaw "mann- 
lactureri" concluded all the businew, 
and settled up their bills immediately 
after th; labor troubles had ceased, which 
was in March, 1S78. No meetings of 
the"manufacturen"bave been held since 
that time and there has not been any 
form of employers' union; eo, it would 
appear that the mysterious "H. L. Mo- 
ray" could not be secretary of an Em 
ployers' Union in Lynn, in January, 
1889. The man who paid the dark hire 
of the manufacturer* in 1877 and 1878, 
lays theri was no such man employed by 
the manufacturers. It was telegraphed 
frjm New York to Boston that the man 
Morey was employed by Jerome Ingalls 
at one time during the strike, but Mr. 
Ingalis never heard of such a man.

M. C. Quinn, who some years ago was a 


member of the Illinois legislature, and 
has gained some notoriety throughout the 
state as the "Irish Orator of Peoria," put 
in an appearance at the court house last 
night, and made as good a talk for his 
party as he could, considering the lute 
"Waterloo" in Indiana.

-Nut Constitutional .tmi'mlment. 


At the coming election onr people will 


bo called upon to vote for or against the 
following proposed amendment to the 
constitution: 


'ARTICLE 10, SECTION S. In c.ioli coi.nty 
thero shall bo elected the following eounty 
officers: At the general election to be held on 
the Tuesday after the llrst Monday in Novem- 
ber, A. D. 188'.', a Comity Judge,County Clerk, 
Sheriff and Treasurer, anil at the election to 
be held on the Tuesday after the first Monday 
in November, A.D. 18S-1, u Coroner and Clerk 
of the Circuit Court, (who may be ex-offlclo 
Kecordcr of Deeds, except in counties having 
IM.QIIJand more inhabitaats. in which counties 
a Kecorder of Deeds shall be elected at the 
general election in 1881.) Each of said officers 
shall enter upon the duties of his otlice re- 
spectively, on the llrst Monday of December 
after liis election, and they shall hold their 
respective ollices for the term of four years, 
and untiljthelrs'jecessors are elected and qnal- 
illed. Provided, Uliat no person having once 
been elected to the office of Sheriff or Treas- 
urer shall be eligible to re-election to suiil of- 
lice for four years alter the expiration of the 
term for which lie shall ha\e been elected." 


The object of the amendment is to ao 


arrange the election of county officers 
that it will fall only in tue years in which 
state officers arc to be elected, thus sav- 
ing the people the expense and trouble of 
an extra election. If this amendment is 
adopted, we will hold elections for crmn- 
ty officers onre iu two yonn, initeuii of 
every 5'ear as ut present.
